POLICE STOP ATTACK 


ON JEWS AT KISHENEV 


Raid a Secret Meeting of Anti-Semite* 


and Arrest 200 of Those 


in Attendance. 


Berlin, May 2G.—A dispatch from 


Odessa states that fresh anti-Jewish 
disturbances broke out at Klshenev, 
but the pollcg Immediately Interfered 
and restored order. 
They raided a 


secret meeting of anti-Semites and 
Arrested two hundred of those pres- 
ent. 


Newspapers here state that the Czar 


has urgency directed that Jew bait- 
ing shall cease, and that the change In 
the attitude of the ofllclals Is already 
noticeable In consequence. 
His maj- 


esty's Intervention Is ascribed In some 
quarters to the advice of M. Wltte, 
Minister of Finance, who. It Is repre- 
aented, warned him that a repetition 
of the outrages would have a disas- 
trous financial effect on Russia, which 
is heavily Indebted to Hebrew llnan- 
-clers in London, Paris and 
Berlin, 


both now and prospectlvoly. 
It Is 


stated that these financiers have been 
bringing pressure to bear on M. Wltte 
to stop the outrages.
